CAPE BRETON BLIZZARD 


More May Have Perished--Terrific Snow Storm 
Ties up All Traffic--Elder-Dempster Steamer 
Broke Adrift and Grounded in Harbor at 
Louisburg. 


Halifax, Mar. 9—Roports of deaths and 
casualties in Thursday's terrific blizzard 
in Cape Breton and eastern Nova Scotia 
are beginning to drift in, although, ow- 
ing to the enormous drifts, communica- 
tion is not yet restored between the 
towns. At least two, and probably more 
persons perished in the storm. Angus 
MacDonald, of Antigonish Harbor, lost 
his way while proceeding from the town 
and wandered out on the ice along the 
shore and perished, his body being 
found this morning. John Brown, 18 
years old, of Sydney Mines, left his home 
at the height of the blizzard, and this 
morning was found dead a quarter of a 
mile from his parents’ house. James 
and John Macleod miners at Sydney 
No. 1 colliery, while coming from work 
during the storm, were struck by an 
engine. James Macleod’s skull was

New York, Mar. 9—Libel in the sum 
of $90,000 was filed today in the United 
States District court against the Com-

The Greater Calgary bill has at last 
— all the critical stages and has 

nm ordered for the third reading next 
Wednesday, 
the House Thursday afternoon from the 
standing committee on municipal law 
embodying the amendments that were de- 
vised to meet the objections of the var- 
ious parties concerned, and considered 


by the committee of the whole yesterday | 


afternoon. The bill passed the commit- 
tee of the whole as amended. No change 
is made in the boundaries as set forth 
h the original bill, thus assuring the en- 
larged and extended area of the city 
from some 1600 acres to nearly 8000 
acres, 

The terms of admission and incorpora- 
tion, however, are subject to ratifica- 
‘jon by a vote of the ratepayers within 
the limits of the newly created Greater 
Jalgary to be taken within six months 
rem the passing of the bill. 

The terins of incorporation are: (1) 
There shall be no assessment made on 
‘axes levied on the territory brought in 
before 1908. (2) Lands used for agricul- 
tural purposes shall not be assessed 
above $50 per acre until subdivided, (3) 
Industrial or manufacturing establish. 
ments now in operation shall be assessed 
at a flat rate of $3000 per acre for ten 
years, and $5000 for the next five years 
in liew of taxation upon buildings, ma- 
chinery and stock. (4) Lands located for 
industrial purposes before the passing of 
the act are liable to the samo assess- 
ment, but all buildings, machinery and 
stock shall be exempt for fifteen years. 

The amendment to have the 


ratepayers was proposed by the premier 
who declared that it should be left to the 
people to decide what lands or properties 
should be exempt from taxation, and also 
the nature and extent of that exemption. 
Neither the city council nor the legis- 


lature had a right to decide such a ques- | 


tion, Mr. Cushing strongly supported 
this view, asserting it was the inalien- 
able right of the.peaple to decide upon 
exemptions with the corporation,

opium growing and smoking in China 
drawn up by the council of government 
reforms have. been approved by the Chin- 
ese Imperial Rescript. 

A Great Iniquity. 

The cultivation of the poppy is the 
greatest iniquity in agriculture in Chi- 
na, and the provinces of Szechuan, 
Shensi and Kanghuai abound in this 
production. Avs the idea is to abolish en- 
tirely the smoking of opium within ten 
years’ limit, the discontinuance of the 
cultivation of the drug is taken as a fun- 
damental step. The cultivation will be 
eliminated gradually in the ten years. 

The viceroys and governors of provin- 
cos have been instructed to see that mag- 
istrates investigate and report on the 
acreage of poppy lands, and licenses will 
be issued only to farmers owning such 
lands on the condition that the quantity 
of poppy be reduced each year and re- 
placed with whatever grain the soil may 
be found suitable for. The magistrates 
are to make inspection trips from time 


to time, and the licenses to be renewed 


each year until the ninth year, after 
which any land on which the poppy is 
grown will be confiscated. If a magis- 
trate induces a farmer to stop growing 


Poppy and employ his land in useful | 


grain previous to the expiration cf the 
ten years he wil! be recommended to the 
throne for reward. ‘ 

Opium has been in use for so long bv 
the Chinese that nearly two-fifths of 
them are smokers. The government of 
China has urged officials, gentry, the 
Government graduates, to ged rid speed- 
ily of the habit an an example to the 
comipen people, All smokers, irrespec- 
tive of class, men and women, alike, must 
report’ to the local official office of the 
place in which they live, where their 
name, age, residence, and occupation and 
ounenty of opium consumed will be rec- 


Will Receive a Licence. 


At this time the smoker will be fur- 
nished with a duly stamped license 
ranting him the privilege of smoking 
lor one year. There will by, two styles 
of licenses issued, the Chia and Yi (A 
and B). The former will be given to 
persons above the age of @ and the 
latter to persons below that age. But 
those who get the second class will not 
be allowed to change for the first clans 
when they reach the age of 0. The 
time limit for the habit to be overcome 
in not specially set. Persons of 6 whose 
health is declining will be treated with

Doctors Will Aid. 
| ‘To ansist the smokers in @ speedy cure 
| skilful doctors will be selected to study 
} and consult in the preparation of anti- 
| opium pills suitable to smokers of differ- 
{ent climates and degrees. The magis- 
| trates will be furnished with these pills 
| to distribute among charitable institu- 
| tions and drug stores in their districts 
at cost price, and the poor smokers will 
| be supplied with the remedy gratis. The 
| prescription will be distributed freely in 
order that ‘he gentry and merchants may 
prepare their own prescriptions, Any- 
one who can afford to prepare such pills 
and cure smokers by distributing them 
| freely will be rewarded by the throne.

LADORATORY FOR WEST 


Has Been Established for Convenience 
of Farmers of Alberia. 


The new seed testing station cetal- 
Nehed by the Dominion Department oi 
Agricuiture at Calgary for ine con 
venience of the farmers and seed mer- 
chants of Alberta and British Columbia 
ig now fully equipped and in operation. 

Seed will be tested at this eed labur- 
atory for purity and germination. The 
arbi test shows the amount of weed 

or other impurities containal in 
& sample, and the names and quantities 
of each kind, When a farmer is buy- 
ing eeoi or oven if using hisown it ie 
important that he ascertain whether or 
not it is free from noxious weed soods. 

The germination tast showa what 
percentage of the seal will germindie 
under favorable field conditions. Many 
conditions ¢€ffect*the vitality of seed 
@uch ag unfavorabie weather, imima- 
turity, freezing before harvesting, lack 
of proper storage or old age. Appear- 
ances are deceiving and olten very good 
looking seed ia low in vitality. 

A report of the result of each sam- 
ple sent in for purity test will be for- 
warded within a couple of daya froin 
the date it is received at the office. 

The time required for fina] germina- 
tion test of wheat oats, bariey, and 
clover is ten days, timothy, rye grass, 
e:c., fourteen days, vegetables ten to 
fourteen days.
